best you can do. 
Before combing your

in off years or when only a light crop 
produced. 
This policy is a great 
mistake, and accounts in no small de­ 
gree for the fact that the orchard of 
the commercial grower usually bears 
much more regularly and abundantly 
than the other orchards in the same 
neighborhood. 
The 
commercial 
or- 
•hnrd is cared for every year. 
The 
>rdinary home orchard is 
sprayed 
pruned and cultivated irregularly ani 
spasmodically and is likely ta beal 
•raps in the same way. 
It pays to care for well located or- 
•hards iii off years when the crop i- 
i total or partial failure. 
The c a n 
tho trees receive this summer will Ii elf 
to determine the number and vitality 
the fruit buds which will be forme< 
this season for 
next 
year’s 
crop 
W atch the trees 
carefully 
during 
summer. 
The scab fungus and some 
>ther disease which ordinarily do 
much damage to the fruit, work also 
on the leaves. 
Spraying with B or­ 
deaux mixture is very helpful in keep 
big these diseases iii check, thus pro 
tecting the foliage and providing fo 
favorable conditions for a good oroj 
next year, even though 
this 
year’ 
crop may be light. W atch for leaf eat 
ing insects also, and if any are pres 
eat, add two pounds of arsenate o 
lead or six ounces of P aris green to 
every 50 gallons of 
Bordeaux 
ant 
pray thoroughly. 
In certain sections 1 f the State the 
c ro p h a s been hut very little injure! 
It goes without saying th at carefu 
vigilance should be exercised to bring 
this crop to harvest with as little 1< 
as possible. 
It is now past time fo 
the first codling moth spraying, hut 
the fruit should he watched for th 
appearance of the later broods am 
spra yod a cee rd in gl y.

Pittsbu rg, Ju ne 9 .—Alleging that he 
has discovered traces of frau d in at 
least 65 of the 17 1 polling districts of 
the Thirtieth 
congressional 
district, 
Dr. Robert J. Black , opponent of John 
Dalzell for the congressional nom ina­ 
tion, filed a petition requ esting that 
ballot-boxes from these districts be 
brou ght into cou rt and opened, so that 
the vote may be recou nted. 
The peti­ 
tion was granted and the cou nty com­ 
missioners are already receiving the 
ballot-boxes. There is some dispu te as 
to the tim e and place for recou nting 
this vote. 
None of the boxes has yet 
been opened. 
Black , who has had a 
host of detectives work ing since the 
polls opened last Satu rday, alleges that 
frau d in each of the sixty-five districts 
named was most open. 
The claims of the Delzell people 
have been steadily dropping, u ntil it is 
now said that his total will show less 
than 200 m ajority by the official cou nt, 
against a m ajority of 8 ,062 in 19 08 .

It is said that the pheasant 
has already destroyed several nests 
for the tu rk eys and seem to tak e as 
mu ch delight in break ing the tu rk ey 
eggs as it does in pu tting the gobbler 
hors de combat.

Washington, Ju ne 9.—With a pros 
pect of an early agreement in confe. 
ence on the railroad b ill Repu b lics 
leaders predict that congress will so­ 
jou rn b y Ju ly 1. 
President Taft ex 
pects congress to get away b y tha 
time, and he is making his arrange­ 
ments accordingly. 
He has b een as­ 
su red that the present plans provide 
for an agreement on all measu res in 
controversy in time to permit the law­ 
makers to get to their homes b efore 
Ju ly 4. 
It is already apparent that the con­ 
ferees on the railroad b ill will have 
more trou b le in reaching an agreement 
on a stock and b ond provision than on 
any other section that is to b e argu ed. 
The president insists u pon the adop­ 
tion of the principle emb odied in Sec­ 
tions 16, 17 and 18 of the hou se b ill, 
which give the interstate commerce 
commission au thority over the issu ­ 
ance of stocks and b onds of all roads 
engaged in commerce b etween the 
states. 
President Taft discu ssed this su b ­ 
ject with Senators Aldrich. Elkins and 
Crane. 
He made it plain that he re­ 
garded the stock and’ b ond sections of 
the hou se b ill as highly important. He 
said that he was not wedded to the 
langu age of the hou se b ill in this re­ 
gard. b u t he did say that it was his 
wish that the government shou ld b e 
empowc red 
to 
exercise 
su pervision 
over ihe fu tu re issu es of railroad se­ 
cu rities. 
The hou se provisions relat­ 
ing to railroad secu rities is drastic. 
They give the interstate commerce 
commission close su pervision over the 
issu ance of all stocks and b onds. 
An agreement lias b een practically 
reached b y hou se and senate leaders 
that there shall b e no controversy over 
the postal savings b ank b ill. 
The 
Gardner b ill, which was agreed u pon 
at the recent Repu b lican cau cu s, will 
b e passed b efore the hou se adjou rns 
today. The plan now is for the senate 
to accept the hou se b ill withou t send­ 
ing the measu re to conference. If this 
program is adhered to the measu re 
shou ld reach the president for approv­ 
al early next week.

And the sale of 
spirits has leaped u p 11,000,000 gal­ 
lons. 
The increased amou nt of b eer 
taken contained a little over 3,000,000 
gallons of alcohol, while the increased 
amou nt of spirits that has b een con­ 
su med contained nearly 6,000,000 gal­ 
lons of alcohol. These figu res are for 
the twelve months ending Ju ne 30, 
1910. 
All these increases have b een 
made in the face of the fact that 42,-

Mr. W atson said in pa rt: 
“From all we hav e been hearing 
down in Indiana, and ov er in the city 
of the national gov ernment, we did 
not know there were so many Repu b­ 
licans in Wisconsin. 
Tonight I am 
looking into the faces of men, who 
y et believ e the Repu blican party is 
v irile and capable of dealing with the 
great problems that y et confront and 
perplex u s as a people. 
I am looking 
into the faces of 
men 
who

enou gh to know that y ou can not 
graft the skin of a Democratic mu le 
on the Repu blican elephant by any 
sy stem of painless su rgery . 
“They tell u s the Repu blican party 
is dead.
